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RhBde Inland Turkey*. 
To the Editor of the Boston Journal. 


I sec It stated in your paper that Rhode 
Island turkeys are worth three cents per 
pounds more in the Boston market than any 
others. 
Why Is this so? It may well be ask­ 
ed. 
Simply, I answer, because turkeys are 
fed, especially in the south part of tho state, 
on hard Indian com, Instead of meal, barley, 
oats, or other kinds of food, and because ’hey 
are picked without being scalded in hot water, 
and their inwards removed 
immediately. 
There is almost as much difference in the bird 
prepared in this way ami one fed otherwise 
and dipped in hoi waier(to save two minutes’ 
labor in picking; ami then left to »welter a 
week with his inwards uudrawo, as is the case 
with the most that aru bought in New York, 
Philadelphia and other markets, us there Is 
between a woodcock and a crow. 
The flesh of animals aud birds partakes more 
or less of ihe quality of their lood. 
The deli­ 
cious ortolan of Europe, the rice bird of Geor­ 
gia, tho recd bird of Data ware aud the bobolink 
of New Euglaud ait said to be one and the 
same bird, varjing in plumage aud flavor in 
ouch locality because of the difference of cli­ 
mate and food. 
Lut why, it may be asked, is not Indian 
meal as good us Indian corn to fallen turkeys 
upon ? Simply, I might answer, because 
experience proves that it is not! 
But as 
modern scientists are loth to accept fjcis that 
are not founded on theories, I may say that 
the reason of this may or may uot be from the 
fact that both theory aud experience attest 
that three bushels of Indian meal will make 
more flesh when fed to a tut key or a pig than 
four bu,lids of unground cora. 
In both 
ca»es Hie lineal aud most delicate elements of 
the grain arc first lo be eliminated from the 
stomach and converted into fl?s’j, the grosser 
following after on a descending scale. 
So, too, if the hog lie feel solely on hard com 
and waler its meal will be as far superior to 
that fatted oil meal or oilier soft food—as real 
pure Orange county is lo distillery or swill 
milk. 
Wily arc Cincinnati hams so celebra­ 
ted? Is I heir superiority owing lo the method 
of curing them sold}? By no means, but 
more to Hie quality of flesh, which is made 
entirely from the juices of sweet, hard, wild 
nuts uml ungruuud Indian corn. 
Take a turkey that has a free, wide range, 
where grasshoppers are plenty in their season, 
feed it well with Indian corn and sweet apples 
ouly (if the latter are handy) until December, 
abut it away from, food for twenty-four hours, 
Ilion (handling the sacred thing tenderly) tie 
a stout cord mound its legs and hang it to a 
spike in the beam under your barn, let one 
srtin hold its wings firmly iu each hand 
whilst another gently bleeds it at the throat, 
pick it dry whilst warm, draw its inwards 
ditto, let it hang iii a cool place for two 
nights ouly, roast it before a bright, bot, wood 
fire, turning the spit ofien to keep Hie juices 
from congesting on the sui face or elsew here; 
set ii on a lab’e garnished, if your fancy or 
“nature will,’’ with woodcock, canvas backs, 
rail and ortolan, and if you once get a taste 
of that turkey you will let every other deli­ 
cacy before you go to the dogs rather than 
desecrate your palates with trash no inferior 
to that king of all game, a corn fed, dry 
dressed, well cooked Rhode Island turkey. 
A 
king Ilk J “Hyperion to a Satyr, * is this to the 
vile thing called by the same name, that is 
foui.d in the New York and Philadelphia mar­ 
kets—fatted on meal, bran, barley, oats, pota­ 
toes and s w ill, parboiled before iu feat hora 
are plucked, aud left for days arid perhaps 
weeks undrawn until the disgusting mass be­ 
comes saturated with its own odure and rcud 
vied unlit for any stomach but that of a gar­ 
bage-eating Hottentot or worm-fed digger In­ 
dian. 
So, loo, take a twelve months’ old barrow, 
pljce him in a roomy, sunny {leu, keep bim 
wholly on hard corn and pun* water, with oc­ 
casionally a little salt, until he is fat, kill and 
dress him nicely, and salt the chines down 
with plenty of Turks Island salt within thirty- 
six hours of his exit, and you win have (Kirk 
to cal with your capon that is Arm, transpar­ 
ent. rosy, sweet aud delicate, onu pound of 
which would liavo beau prized more by Epi­ 
curus or any other man of gentle breeding who 
has a conscientious palate than a thousand of 
such soft, pallid, flabby, tainted, slush fed 
stutl that D often plact-d on the tables of our 
Iirst-clas3 (?) hotels aud restaurants. 
8o, 
again, take the hams of such a ling, cure 
them well with blown salt and saltpetre, 
smoke them with clean fresh corn-cob* (and 
nothing cise, letting them cool of nights) un­ 
til they attain the complexion of a hazelnut, 
or of oue of Titan * most characteristic por­ 
traits a trill; subdued. 
Then boil it slowly, 
and when thoroughly done let it staud a night 
in the liquor and you will have the only “thing 
of beauty’’ that is worthy to be eaten of) the 
same plate with your Rhode Island turkey, 
and equal to the best Westphalia, North Caro­ 
lina, Newbold or Cincinnati bacon, as the 
subscriber has proved repeatedly by experi­ 
ment.

My brainer Fred was replying to some 
one who spoke louder than was the custom so 
near to my father's chamber of illness. 
The 
voices, ceased. A moment later I heard a 
sculHe, and stated toward the door. 
Just 
then a man threw it open, ran past me and 
jumped on my father’s bed. The nurse sprang 
after him, and caught hold of bim. I saw the 
flashing of a knife, but did not see him strike 
my father. 
I could not stir; I could only 
scream with terror, 
lie sprang from Hic bed 
and rubbed past me, out of the room, striking 
at every one in his way except rue.** 
“He af­ 
terwards said he could not strike that young 
girl watching there by lier father,” remarked 
Mr. Fred Seward. 
“I ranjto the jdoor,” con­ 
tinued Fanuy, “and saw brother Fred stand­ 
ing in the hall, bathed in blood; his wife also 
teemed covered with blood, and my mother's 
night dress was stained;with it. 
They were 
trying to help Fred, and had become stained 
with his blood; though at first I thought the 
assassin had wounded them all.

lo my father’s bcd, but lie was not lo it.

R h od e Isla n d T n rkcy». 
To the Editor of the Boston Journal. 


I see it stated in your paper that Rhode 
Island turkeys are worth three cents per 
pounds more in the Boston market than any 
others. 
Why is this so? It may well be ask­ 
ed. 
Simply, I answer, because turkeys are 
fed, especially in the south part of the state, 
on hard Indian corn, instead of meal, barley, 
oats, or oiber kinds of food, and because ‘hey 
are picked without being scalded in hot water, 
and their 
inwards removed 
immediately. 
There is almost as much difference in the bird 
prepared in this way urnl one fed otherwise 
and dipped in hot waier(to save two inmutes’ 
labor in picking; and then left to swelter a 
week with his inwards uudrawn, as ¡3 the case 
with the most that are bought in New York, 
Philadelphia and other markets, as there is 
between a woodcock and a crow. 
The flesh of animals and birds partakes more 
or less of the quality of their food. The deli­ 
cious ortolan of Europe, the rice bird of Geor­ 
gia, the reed bird of Delaware aud the bobolink 
of New Euglaud arb said to be one and the 
same bird, varying in plumage aud flavor in 
each locality because of the difference of cli­ 
mate and food. 
Lut why, it may be asked, is not Iadian 
meal as good as Indian corn to fatten turkeys 
upou ? Simply, I 
might answer, because 
experience proves that it is noli 
But as 
modern scientists are loth to accept facts that 
are not fouuded ou theories, I may say that 
the reason of lids tuay or may not be from the 
fact that both tiieory and experience attest 
that three bushels of Indian meal will make 
more flesh when fed to a turkey or a pig than 
four bushels of unground 
corn. 
In bolh 
cases the finest and most delicate elements of 
the grain are first to be eliminated from the 
stomach and converted into flesh, the grosser 
following after on a descending scale. 
So, loo, if the hog lie fed solely on hard corn 
and water iis meat will be as far superior to 
that fatted on meal or oilier soft food—as real 
pure Orange county is to distillery or swill 
milk. 
Why are Cincinnati hams so celebra­ 
ted? Is their superiority owing to the method 
of curing them solely? 
By no means, but 
more to the quality of flesh, which is made 
entirely from the juices of sweet, hard, wild 
nuts and unground Indian corn. 
Take a turkey th at has a free, wide range, 
where grasshoppers are plenty in their season, 
feed it well with Indian corn aud sweet apples 
only (if the latter are handy) until December, 
shut it away from, food for twenty-four hours, 
then (handling the sacred thing tenderly) tie 
a stout cord around its legs and hang it to a 
spike in the beam under your barn, let one 
artist hold its w ings firmly in each hand 
w hilst another gently bleeds it a t the throat, 
pick it dry whilst warm, draw its inw ards 
ditto, let it hang in a cool place for two 
nights only, roast it before a bright, hot, wood 
fire, turning the spit often to keep the juices 
from congesting on the surface or elsewhere; 
set it on a table garnished, if your fancy or 
“ nature will,” with woodcock, canvas backs, 
rail and ortolan, and if you once get a taste 
of th at turkey you will let every other deli­ 
cacy before you go to the dogs rather than 
desecrate your palates with trash so inferior 
to that king of all gam e, a corn fed, dry 
dressed, well cooked Rhode Island turkey. 
A 
king like “ Hyperion to a Satyr, ’ is this to the 
vile thing called by the sam e name, th at is 
font.cl In the New York and Philadelphia m ar­ 
kets—fatted on meal, bran, barley, oats, pota­ 
toes and swill, parboiled before its featbera 
are plucked, aud left for days and perhaps 
weeks uudraw n until the disgusting m ass be­ 
comes saturated with it3 own odure and rend­ 
ered uufit for any stom ach b u t th at of a g ar­ 
bage-eating H ottentot or worm-fed digger In ­ 
dian. 
So, loo, take a twelve months’ old barrow, 
place him in a roomy, sunny pen, keep him 
wholly on hard corn and pure water, with oc­ 
casionally a little salt, until he is fat, kill and 
dress him nicely, and salt the chines down 
with plenly of Turks Island salt within thirty- 
six hours of his exit, and you will have pork 
to cat with your capon that is firm, transpar­ 
ent. rosy, sweet aud delicate, one pound of 
which would have been prized more by Epi­ 
curus or any other man of gentle breeding who 
has a conscientious palate than a thousand of 
such soft, pallid, llabby, tainted, slush fed 
stull that is often placed on the tables of our 
first-class (?) hotels ami restaurants. 
So, 
again, take the hams of such a hog, cure 
them well with blown 
salt and salipetre, 
smoke them with clean fresk corn-cobs (and 
nothing else, letting them cool of nights) un­ 
til they attain the complexion of a hazelnut, 
or of one of Titan’s mo3t characteristic por­ 
traits a trifle subdued. 
Then boil it slowly, 
and when thoroughly dono let it stand a night 
in the liquor and you will have the only “ thin; 
of beauty’’ that is worthy to be eaten ofl the 
same plate with your Rhode Island turkey, 
and equal to the best Westphalia, North Caro­ 
lina, Newbokl or Cincinnati bacon, as the 
subscriber has proved repeatedly by experi­ 
ment.

E d ito r F r e em a n:—The contest—practical­ 
ly—over the Speakership closed last evening 
on the floor of the House amid considerable 
excitement, no little feeling being silently 
manifested. 
It is well known that last winter 
the Speakership this year was promised to the 
“bakl eagle” of Westchester, whose party fealty 
on the Charter and whose recognized abil­ 
ity as a parliamentarian were facts estab­ 
lished. 
But in spite of the former considera 
tion, there were not a few in the Republican 
ranks who thought the promise so made would 
not be fulfilled—hence the almost desperate 
exertions of L. Bradford Prince and his 
friends, who also may have received certain 
pledges from a quarter, which, at one time 
run the machine. 
If so, Mr. Prince has 
learned that others than he can bo “slippery.” 
I am convinced by the closeness of the vote 
had on Speaker, Clerk, and Sergeant-at-Arms 
that there was a “slate” made up which the 
feeble ofiorts of the few straight-liaircd ortho­ 
dox failed to break. 
Con. Ilusled informed

24 votes and it was on Monday only that he 
captured, for a certainty, Snyder of Ulster 
and Lockwood of Greene.

moved to mako it unanimous it seemed as 
tbougli the cheers were grating harshly on his 
ears. 
Perhaps lie thought them checre over 
his defeat, but not so; they were cheers for 
victory.

Warren Miller 
of Herkimer, one of A. B. Cornell’s right hand 
men up in tiie iuterior, made a royal speech 
for Col. Wood, and Lincoln came back with a 
fair one for O’Donnell.

Tbe freshet 
is the greatest for twenty years. 
Manufactur­ 
ing has ceased and the greatest excitement 
prevails. 
The great Housatonic dam is as 
yet unshaken, although nine feet of water roils 
over it. 
At Bridgeport, Westport, and neigh­ 
boring localities many bridges and dams have 
been swept away and the river channels filled, 
rendering repairs to the amount of hundreds 
of thousand of dollars necessary. 
The Nau- 
atuck Railroad is the greatest 
sufferer, 
although, owing to the non-ubatcment of tho 
flood, the damage is not yet comprehended.— 
No los3 of life is reported 83 yet.

S E N A T E . 
W ashington, Jan. 8.—Mr. PRATT submit 
ted an amendment to the salary bill providing 
that the amount of compensation of Senators, 
Members and Delegates for the year ending 
March 3d, 1874, shall be $7,500 and for the 
year ending March 3d, 1875, $2,500, exclusive 
of mileage and allowances. 
Messrs. FRELINGHUYSEN, SCOTT, NOR­ 
TON and CONK LING opposed the amendment. 
Mr. PRATT said to avoid doing any injus­ 
tice to new Senators he would modify his 
amendment by inserting a proviso that the 
bill should apply only to those members elect­ 
ed serving prior to December 1st, 1873. 
Messrs. THURMAN and SHERMAN of Ohio 
favored amendment in this form, the latter 
saying he could stand smaller pay as well as 
other members. 
On thi3 statement Mr. TIPTON of Nebraska 
produced from his desk a paper which he said 
speaks of men like Sherman of Ohio, head of 
tho Finance Committee, now a millionaire, 
who came into Congress poor. 
Mr. SHERMAN—I ask the Senator from 
Nebraska if that is true. 
Mr. TIPTON—I know nothing about it. 
I 
give it as I get it, 
Mr. SHERMAN—Well, Mr. President, that 
is grossly unsenatorial and grossly false. 
The Seuator who introduces that statement 
here violates his privileges as a Senator and 
deserves tiie condemnation of all his fellow 
Senators. 
Mr. TIPTON dl3Claimod any intention of of­ 
fering personal insult to Sherman. 
He ouly 
repeated the statement as he found it. Tiptoli 
has an amendment to offer providing that 
there be a reduction of the salaries of Messrs. 
Morrill of Maine and Sherman of Ohio of the 
amounts each received asj back pay under 
the act of 18GG.

Protestant, or a skeptic—has absolute confi­ 
dence iu the solvency of his government, ancl 
is willing to loan his last franc, shirt, or pair 
of sabots. 
The subscriptions for the national 
loan to liberate France from the occupation of 
the hated and abhorred L’Allemagne (Ger­ 
man) amounted to four or five tim es the sum 
required; and, at all places where the books 
were opened to receive proposals for rentes, 
there were great crowds, much excitement 
and contention, aud a scrambling rush first 
to reach the books. 
For twenty-four hours 
in advance of the time for openiug them, 
long Hues of women held their places, regard­ 
less of rain or heat, wind or weather, and im­ 
patiently waited for the signal for the proces­ 
sion to move upon the books and make their 
offerings of so many hundred or thousand 
francs each; for, iu making these subscrip­ 
tions, the women manage the business, as 
they do pretty much every other business in 
France—the men standing helplessly idle, and 
watching their spouses with the feeling which 
tbe inferior has for the superior.—Correspond­ 
ence Chicago Tribune.

girls the same physical training as boys, they 
would bn just aa healthy and robust. 
Boys 
at school can lye seen out early—out of doors 
exercising themselves, lull of animal life and 
vigor, and they ure dressed so as to give full 
play to their healthy physical faculties. Boys 
always wear short balr, and loose Jackets to 
give free, healthy breathing, and allow full 
play to the heart. 
You cannot get lutes to 
dress heavily. 
They will not submit to any 
outside pressure in their clothing. 
Iii ".inter 
they are dressed warmly in flannels— warmer 
ami yet more loosely titan women. 
The ave­ 
rage boy don't think about bls clothing from 
the time he Jumps into it in the morning un­ 
til he drops it ut night. 
Boys wear heavy, 
thick-soled, comfortable boots and shoes, and 
can walk with a firm, graceful and manly 
tread. 
Now girls are rarely found out of doors to 
front of our high schools. 
When ive do ;,eo 
them they ure generally walking up aud down 
arm in arm, talking to each other; talking 
about last night's party, what they are going 
to wear, and what they are going to do next 
Saturday afternoon, 
While boys play outside, 
girls ate Indoors piay'ng with their doll*.—

The larger portion of the Inhabitants of 
Stony Hollow wa? iii Hie upper part of the 
city on Tuesday, in order lo attend an exciting 
law suit brought by David Henderson against 
Sarah Bunto, Abram Bunto lier husband, Han­ 
nah Trodden and Owen Trodden lier husband, 
for damages resulting from scalding plaintiff's 
cow with hot water.

Hollow cow, and gave, a? claimed by plain­ 
tiff, from fourteen to eighteen quarts of milk 
per day. 
A few days ago, while till? animal 
was walking leisurely along one of the streets 
of that very appropriately named village, Mrs. 
Trodden halted the animal by gently calling, 
“ So, Bos! so, Bo.?! " and when the cow, al­ 
lured by such endearing term?, halted, Mrs. 
Bunto rushed out and threw over the poor 
creature a pall of scalding hot waler.

consequence was, stud cow lost a considerable 
amount of hair, and also let upon lier milking 
capacity at Hie rate of some three or four 
quarts a day, thereby damaging lier to Hie 
amount of $25.

Persons and teams arc compelled 
to wait for transportation

boat to furnish it. thus making people accom­ 
modate themselves to the ferry instead of the 
ferry ucconimodaling'thc people, often to the 
great inconvenience of Hie people aud not 
uufrcquently to their lo.*?.

Adopted Decem­ 
ber twenty-third, 1H73. 
The Common Council of the city of Kingston do 
ordatn as follow s: 
Suction I. The city of Kingston shall be divided 
Into two fire department districts—the Sd, lib , Bth, 
6th and 7th Wards to comprise the Eastern Fire 
District, end t he 1st, 2d, sth and #th Wards to com­ 
prise the Western Fire District. 
CHIEF ENGINEER AND ASSISTANTS. 
Section I. Each of said departments shall consist 01 
a Chief Engineer, two Assistant Engineers, and as 
many engines,hose and hook and lauder companies 
as the Common Council shall from time to time es­ 
tablish. The number of men appointed to each 
steam engine and hand engine company shall not 
exceed City (BO); to each hose company thirty (SO' • 
unless each nose company shall run 1,000 feet oi 
hose or more, or more than one apparatus, orrun a 
tender carrying both hose and coal for a steamer, 
In which case each company shall be entitled to 
sixty (60) members; and to each hook and ladder 
company (BO). In addition to the nnmber of mem­ 
bers allotted to the several steam engine compa­ 
nies, each of said steamers shall be entitled to an 
engineer aud fireman, to be appointed by the Com­ 
mon Council, on the recommendation of the chief 
engineer, for such time and at such compensation 
as the Common Council shall prescribe. 
{ 2. An election shall be held on the fourth Tues­ 
day of March In each and every year between the 
hours of 2 and 8 o'clock In the atternoon, for the 
election of a chief engineer, two assistant engin­ 
eers, treasurer aud secretary of each fire depart­ 
ment, who shall respectively hold their office* for 
one year and until their successors are elected aud 
confirmed. The city clerk shall give at least eight 
days previous notice of such election by publishing 
the same in one or more of the newspapers prluttd 
In said city. At suoh election the chief engineer 
aud foremen of the ssveral companies shall preside 
aud act as Inspectors of election, and a majority of 
such Inspectors shall constitute a quorum. Much 
inspectors shall make return to the common Coun­ 
cil of said city at their first regular meeting there­ 
after. It shall be the duty of the foremen of the 
several companies annually, before tho first day of 
March, to make a report la writing to the chief en­ 
gineers, wherein they shat! set form a list of a1! the 
members of their respective companies, both ac­ 
tive and honorary, in good standing. 
From this 
list tne chief e gmeer snail make up a list to be 
used as a poll list for said annual election. A copy 
of such list shall, before the second T uesd^ of 
March aunnaliy.be furnished by said chief engineers 
to the.several companies under their charge. Any 
person entitled to hare bl* name on said list, but 
whose name may have been Inadvertently or Im­ 
properly omitted from the same, may have hi* 
name pmced thereon b> making application to the 
Common Council on or before the twentieth day 
of March of such year.

At a congregational meeting of the Rondout 
Presbyterian Church held last evening Rev. 
Mr. Ledyard made the announcement that he 
had received a call from Ciucinuati, Ohio, and 
stated that his only reason for wishing to ac­ 
cept it was because his health required a 
change to a milder climate and less severe 
work, and this opening seemed specially op­ 
portune.

The following sad effects of the use of intox­ 
icating liquors wo copy from the Newburgh 
Journal of Wednesday evening:—Last night 
at about nine o’clock the wile, of Patrick 
O’Brien died suddenly at thoir residence, No. 
50 Colden street. 
This morning Coroner A. 
R. Wright held au inquest. 
The jury, after 
bearing the testimony of Drs. Malone and 
Gordon and other witnesses, found a verdict 
that Mrs. O’Brien came to, her death by stran­ 
gulation while under the infiuence of intoxi­ 
cating liquor. The husband is an invalid, and 
there is a family of three small children. 


A Sensible Lecture. 
Mrs. Livermore’s locture on Wednesday eve­ 
ning oo “ What Shall We Do With Our Daugh­ 
ters?” was a very plain statement of facls 
about girls and women that was hailed with 
delight by those present of the male sex, but 
which was not quite so enthusiastically re­ 
ceived by the ladies. 
However, without doubt it was au able aud 
eloquent lecture, and we venture to say she 
told nothing but the truth. 
The maiu portion 
of her lecture was as follows: What shall 
we do with our daughters is a mighty question; 
for we cannot tell them to walk in the paths 
their grandmothers trod, because the old 
landmarks are all gone—wiped away. 
We 
must mark out a new road, and give them a 
new and diflerent lesson from the old one. 
Fir3t, wo mast give our daughters a better 
Physical education. Physicians say the great­ 
er part of their practice is in administering to 
the ailments of women. 
If we would give 
girls the same physical training as boys, they 
would bn just as healthy and robust. 
Boys 
at school can be seen out early—out of doors 
exercising themselves, lull of animal life and 
vigor, and they arc dressed so as to give full 
play to their healthy physical faculties. Boys 
always wear short bair, and loose jackets to 
give free, healthy breathing, and allow full 
play to the heart. 
You cannot get boy3 to 
dress heavily. 
They Will not submit to any 
outside pressure in their clothing. 
In -inter 
they are dressed warmly in flannels—warmer 
and vet more loosely than women. 
The ave­ 
rage boy don’t think about hi3 clothing from 
the time he jumps into it in the morning un­ 
til lie drops it at night. 
Boys wear heavy, 
thick-soled, comfortable boots aud shoes, and 
can walk with a firm, graceful and manly 
tread. 
Now girls are rarely found out of doors in 
front of our high schools. 
When wo do see 
them they are generally walking up and down 
arm in arm, talking to each other; talking 
about last night’s parly, what they arc going 
to wear, and what they are going to do next 
Saturday afternoon, 
While boys play outside, 
girls are indoors playing with their dolls.— 
Mothers are too apt to think "Oh, my girls 
cannot play out of doors; they would become 
ungraceful, coarse and freckled.” If a wo­ 
man grows up with good health, the coarse 
hands will take care of themselves,the freckles 
will leave, aud grace will come a3 certainly 
as she will lose it with ill-health. 
We must 
encourage our girls to exercise more; 
row 
boats, play ball, pitch quoits, slide and skate. 
I have lived in the atmosphere of young girls 
for the past twenty years, aud am as much 
interested in them as mothers can be. 
I see 
young girls invariably wear long bair. 
Every 
mother knows if a girl’s head of hair remains 
uncut until she grows to womanhood, she will 
bo deprived of that glory for which every wo­ 
man craves. 
It is the fashion, instead of cat­ 
ting the girl’s hair short, to crimp it, und curl 
it, and friz it, to put it in papers and crimp­ 
ing pins, so that at night when she goes to 
sleep she might as well lay her bead on a 
bunch of burrs. 
In the morning she wakes 
with a headache, an ! is listless an 1 wretched 
during the day. 
Girls do not have plenty o." room under their 
dress waists. 
We seem to have settled into 
the idea that God^knoivs how to make boys, 
but does not know how to nuke girls. 
At 
that work iie is a mere bungler, and they must 
lie made over according ¿lo the rules of art 
and fashion. 
Girls will say, "Mu, you must 
got me a pair of corsets, for 1 am getting out 
of shape." and then these young creatures 
must be bound down, and their growth 
checked by a fashionable pair of corsets.— 
Why,I have heard oil wotnen’say, “ How can 
a woman live without corsets, it makes one 
feel so strange without them ?" No doubt they 
do feel strange without thorn, for from eight 
to ten t ears of ago they have not been without 
them. 
It may sometimes bo necessary for 
women to wear corsets, but no young girl 
should wear them, unless a physician advised 
it for her health, and then I would want to be 
quite certain that that physician was neither a 
blockhead nor a fool. 
Wo must keep corsets 
oil our young girls while they are growing to 
womanhood; keep them off until they are 
twenty-five or thirty years of age, and then 
they can pat them on with impunity. 
Again, 
it seems almost impossible to get girls to wear 
fiauuel underwear, 
especially during the 
changeable weather of spring and fall. 
Girls 
should dress more in this kind of clothing. 
Girls should no- wear clothing so the weight 
is borne by the hips. 
When at the sea-side, 
the White Mountains and Quebec last summer 
I saw frail, light girls, with weak, puny forms 
and pale faces, carrying, besides a load of 
clothing, belted at the waist, au umbrella, a 
bag, a case of smelling salts, a big fan, and I 
don't know what else. 
These articles were 
perfect nuisances, catching in your draperies, 
but were worn simply because it was the 
fashion, though these girls looked as though 
they were on the very borders that divide life 
and death. 
Then it is highly injurious to be dressed-up 
in ball-room costume until late at night. 
I 
moan in full dress, which means undress 
really. 
One night L prevailed upon a young 
woman in full dress to be weighed, and she 
weighed 157 pounds. 
The next morning, 
while dressed in her warm flannel bathing 
dress, she weighed just 101 pounds. 
The 
difference in weight was carried on the waist. 
Girls are not properly shod; aud why should 
we comply with the dictates of fashion when 
we know it is breaking down woman’s health? 
We must have some change in dress. 
1 will 
not advocate such ideas as the wearing of t'nc 
gymnastic costume, or bloomer costume, but 
let us change our present stylo of dress so as 
to make it more healthful and comfortable. 
Lessen the weight at the waist; shift the 
weight from tho waist to the shoulders. There 
are appliances lor this that can be found in 
any store, and no lady need to bo afraid to 
ask even a gentleman clerk for them. 
Iu the 
street tho clothing should bo worn shorter ; 
trailed skirts dragging through tbe streets are 
decidedly out of taste. 
No woman who is a 
lady will wear a trailed skirt in the street. 
(Here there was a sensation among the 
fashionable young ladies in tho audience, and 
one or two who sat near our reporter noted 
for wearing those long garbage-sweeping 
skirts, blushed, and no doubt inwardly voted 
the lectuier a decided bore.) 
We must learn 
our girls to have some aim in life. 
We would 
consider it disreputable for a boy tobe aimless, 
to choose no profession, aud yet we never ask 
our girls to do anything for themselves. True, 
they go out in society, receive calls, work 
worsted dogs on foot-stools, and read a great 
deal of tra3hy literature, but woman becomes 
frivolous, and insipid, unless she has the force 
of will to step out of the allurements of society 
Then I object to this waiting, waiting until 
some man comes along and asks them to 
marry—when they accept. 
Marriage is all 
right when the two accept each other in the 
rules of common sense artd judgment; but 
why this waiting, waiting years in idleness for 
man to come? Man will come; that is inevit­ 
able. 
No one need wait for them. 
Lot our 
girls start out in life, row their own boat, and 
when man comes she will be all tbe better for 
it. 
She must have training. 
It was the un­ 
skilled, untrained troops that were beatón 
back at Pittsburgh Landing, and it was the 
i drilled men under Grant that turned the tide 
of battle in our favor. If you send your daugh­ 
ters forth on tho battle-field or life without 
training, they will fail as did those brave but 
untraiued men at Shiloh. You may never 
mean to have your children eutcr on this bat- 
tle-fleld of life, but Ah, they must some time 
have their dark experiences in life. 
I am 
speaking from a stand-poiut of fifty years of 
life, and say there is no woman who lives 
twenty-five or thirty years of married life but 
will find there will come a time when she will 
be needed to help her husband. 
Men are not 
always fortunate, nor always brave. 
The speaker then dwelt at some length on 
the work of women, aud said also that nearlv 


all the cooks of tbe hotels and eating houses 
In tho country were men. That man’s work 
was any work which be could do to make 
money, and she believed woman's work was 
the same; that her sphere was anything she 
could find to do. 
Why, if au advertisement 
came out in tho Herald to-morrow offering a 
salary of $1,400 for a nurse, I do think some 
men would hunt up references and apply for 
the situation. 
Men work at that which pays 
them best, and why should not women have 
the same right? 
The lecturer then spoke of 
the unjust laws on our statute books, claiming 
they should be all 3wept away, giving the 
woman the same rights and privileges that 
men have; the sim o right to compete in work 
or profession of any kind that mon have.— 
With a glow'mg peroration of what the coming 
woman will ho, the eloquent lady closed a 
very sensible lecture on her opinions founded 
upon the experience of a woman, wife and 
mother. 


A C o w C a tch er o n T r iu l. 
Tho larger portion of the inhabitants of 
Stony IIollow was iu the upper part of the 
city on Tuesday, in order to attend an exciting 
law suit brought by David Henderson ogaiust 
Sarah Bnnto, Abram Bunto her husband,Han­ 
nah Trodden and Owen Trodden her husband, 
for damages resulting from scalding plaintiff’s 
cow with hot water. 
This cow is a Stony 
noilow cow, and gave, »3 claimed by plain­ 
tiff, from fourteen to eighteen quarts of milk 
per day. 
A few days ago, while this animal 
was walking leisurely along one of the streets 
of that very appropriately named village, Mrs. 
Trodden halted the animal by gently calling, 
"So, Bos! so, Bos! ” and when the cow, al­ 
lured by such endearing terms, halted, Mrs. 
Bunto rushed out and threw over the poor 
creature a pail of scalding hot water. 
The 
consequence was, said cow lost a considerable 
amount of hair, and also let upon her milking 
capacity at the rate of some three or four 
quarts a day, thereby damaging her to the 
amount of S25. 
On the defence'Mrs. Bunto 
claimed the water was not hot; that she had 
been filing the floor, after which she washed 
her hands and feet in the water, then threw it 
accidentally (?) over the cow. 
It is but due 
to say that perhaps Mrs. Bunto’s testimony in 
regard to the temperature of the water was 
correct, and the reason the hair of the cow 
came off must be attributed to tho fact of that 
lady having washed her feet in the liquid. 
A 
largo number of witnesses were sworn in re­ 
gard to the good, bad and indifferent qualities 
of the cow, and with many other estimable 
qualities it was shown site was a first-class 
lighting cow; that she oace came in collision 
with another cow, and thereby lost a horn.— 
Now, the Stony Hollow people are very much 
averse to losing a horn, so quite naturally this 
animal fell into bad repute. 
This case was 
tried before ’squire Scbepmoet aud a jury. 
While the jury were out "figgerlng” the loss 
occasioned by the decrease in the milk part of 
tho case, the parties got up a huge wrangle 
on the street, and for a time the unadulterated 
brogue was slung like percussion shot from a 
battery of 6-pound howitzers. 
Peace was at 
last proclaimed, aud then the jury rendered a 
verdict of SIC for the plaintiff. 


T h e S lciglilliurffU T erry* 
O.riog to tne strong freshet in the creek ou 
Thursday t'ue Sleigbtburgh ferry was unable 
to make its usual communication with this 
city, and the occasion was made a sort of 
imposition on toot passengers by a number of 
persons, in no wise connected with the ferry 
management, running small boats from one 
shore to the ether and charging each passen­ 
ger ten cents for transportation. 
Tea cents 
is not a large sum ordinarily speukiug, but we 
submit that it is an extortion when viewed in 
this light. 
There are men who reside in this 
city who are employed iu Everson’s sbip-yard 
at Sleigbtburgh, and those men have to cross 
the ferry in the morning to work, return again 
for dinner, go back after the mid-day meal 
and return home again after work; thus cros­ 
sing the ferry four times a day, which costs 
the man forty cents per day when the ferry­ 
boat doesn’t run. 
Now forty cents per day is 
no small sum 
when subtracted from the 
amount received for a day's work, especially 
in these liar-1 times. 
It costs these working­ 
men eight cents per day when the ferryboat 
dtic-s ran. 
When it is impossible to run the 
ferryboat by reason of a freshet, aud it is pos­ 
sible to supply its place by small boats isn't it 
the duty of the ferry owners (o run those 
small boats at the usual rates of ferriage? We 
submit that it is. 
Again complaints are al 
most daily made because cf the lack of ac­ 
commodation furnished when the ferry-boat 
can run. 
Persons and toam3 arc compelled 
to wait for transportation until it suits the 
convenience of people having charge of the 
boat to furnish it. thus making people accom­ 
modate themselves to the ferry instead of the 
ferry accommodating'.the people, often to the 
great inconvenience of tho people aud not 
nnfrequently to their loS3. 
It is too often the 
case iu this country, where one man is as good 
as another and a little better, for the servants 
of the people to become impressed with the 
conviction that it ¡3 directly the reverse—that 
the people are their servants aud must be 
treated accordingly; and as a too usual thing 
the people submit; but patience sometimes 
ceases to be a virtue, and the question “ What 
are you going to do about it ?” when too fre­ 
quently asked, leads to demonstrating what is 
to be done about it. 
Wheu people who are 
the victims of this ferry monopoly desire to 
attend any entertainment in this city, the clos­ 
ing or whichpvlll detain them on this side of 
the creek beyond the usual time <9 o’clock) for 
the ferry-boat to cease it3 trip3 for the night, 
it is with the air of granting a royal favor that 
a promise is extracted for an extra trip of the 
ferry-boat, when, in fact, eleven o'clock is the 
earliest hour at which regular trips should 
cea3e. 
Were there proper ferry facilities afforded 
the settlement at Sleigbtburgh would rapidly 
increase in population, and the value of real 
estate there become very much enhanced. 
The situation is a pleasant one and could be 
brought within five minutes* reach of the busi­ 
ness part of the lower portion of the city, with 
the additional advantage of freedom from city 
taxation; but as communication with that 
place now is no business or working man can 
well submit to the delays attending it. 
What 
the people of Esopus and this city require is 
more frequent and reliable ferry communica­ 
tion. and they are going to have it, too. 


'The L a st T o w o f th e S e a so n . 
1 lie steamer Carrie which passed this city 
bound down with the last tow of Urn season 
from Albany ou Tuesday forenoon was com­ 
pelled to stop at Newburgh for repairs on the 
evening of that day. 
The Newburgh Journal 
of Wednesday evening says: “ The steamer 
Carrie reached here last night with a tow of 
loaded canal boats from Albany, "on tbe way 
to New York. 
The Carrie had to lay up here 
for repairs and tbe boats were moored to 
Homer Ramsdell & Co.’s wharf, whilo the 
steamer proceeded to 
the Wright Engine 
Works for the repairs. 
Some of the canal 
boats looked as if they had had a hard time 
gettiog through the ice, their bows showing 
tho effects of the collisions with tho “cakes." 
This tow is perhaps the very lust one of the 
season." 


R iv e r N ote. 
Tho schooner Buckeye, Captain William 
Southard, was towed by the ferry-boat Lark 
from Morgan Everson’s docks to W. B. Fitch 
& Co.’s stone yard ut Wilbur, on Thursday 
nfteruooD, where she will receivo a cargo of 
blue stone to-day, bend sails, and take her 
departure Lo-nightJ for New York. 
Wo be­ 
lieve no vessel, save tho sloop Canal, ever left 
this port so late in tho season before, and 
Captain Billy, who is a bonnie, brown-haired 
sailor lad now, may become a grizzled old 
sailor man before he ever leaves tbe creek 
again, under sail, ou tho 9th of January. 


Regular Trips. 
Notwithstanding the dense fogs which have 
prevailed for the past few days and the fresh­ 
et now in the creek the forry-boat Lark made 
its trips to and from Rbinecliff according to 
the time-table, with the exception of some few 
times when the trains on the Hudson River road 
were behind time,compelling the boat’s deten­ 
tion. The fog was more denseon the river than 
upon the land, of course, but by following the 
docks and dyko to the mouth of the creek and 
then steering the course by compass until the 
east shore was got hold of, all went well. 
It 
was on the runs to tho westward where any 
difficulty was encountered, ar.d then only at 
high water, when the dyke was submerged, 
but “ Billy” having been there before has got 
so he can smell bottom before the Lark gets a 
sheer on and runs away with him. Tbe duties 
of the crew of the ferry-boat during the winter 
months are arduous, either when fighting ice 
or running in fogs and stormy weather, and 
the manner in which they all, from Captain 
Wells down, preserve their politeness toward 
passengers ¡3 commendable, to say the least.

C o n fin e d in a H o t R o lle r . 
A man named McCormick, a boiler-maker 
employed in the Erie machine shop in this 
place, came very near losing his life one day 
last week. 
Some of the stays in the boiier of 
engine No. 172 needed repairing. 
For that 
purpose he entered the dome of the locomo­ 
tive. 
While at work in the dome, over tho 
fire-box and partly over the boiler, one of his 
feet became entangled among the many stays 
or braces. 
His efforts to ixtricatc himself 
wore futile. 
The tiros iu the boiler had but 
recently been extinguished, and the heat was 
intense. 
The man soon made known his situ­ 
ation aud iu a few moments thereafter be­ 
came entirely helpless. 
Efforts were at once 
made to extricate him from his perilous posi­ 
tion. 
The only way this could be done was 
to cut through the boiler, and sever the braces 
which confined his feci. 
The men set them­ 
selves at this task In earnest. 
It was nearly 
three-quarters of an hour before they pene­ 
trated the boiier, aud then they had to cut a 
number of the stays before reaching the 
proper ones. 
The man in the meantime was 
nearly dead; the sweat rolled from him iu 
great drops, and lie had pa-sod into uncon­ 
sciousness. 
A rope bad been placed about 
his body, and when the stays were cut, be was 
dragged forth. 
His body was limp, aud al­ 
most liielcss. Had uot his companions worked 
with great vigor, ho would have doubtless 
perished, for he certainly could not have 
lived much longer in that terrible beat. 
He 
was confined lo his house several days, but is 
now able to be around.—Pori Jcrrts Gazette.

Adopted Decem­ 
ber twenty-third, 1873. 
The Common Connell of the city of Kingston do 
ordain as follow s: 
S e c t io n 1. Thecity of Kingston shall be divided 
into two lire department districts—the 3d, 4th, 5th, 
0th and 7th Wards to comprise the Eastern Fire 
District, and the 1st, 2d, 8th and 8th Wards to com­ 
prise the Western Fire District. 
CHIEF ENGINEER AND ASSISTANTS. 
Section 1. Each of said departments shall consist of 
a Chief Engineer, two Assistant Engineers, and as 
many engines,hose and hook and loader companies 
as the Common Council shall from time to time es­ 
tablish. The number of men appointed to each 
steam engine and hand engine company shall not 
exceed flity (50); to each hose company thirty (SO) • 
unless each nose company shall run 1,000 feet of 
hose or more, or more than one apparatus, orrun a 
tender carrying both hose and caal for a steamer, 
in which esse each company shall be entitled to 
sixty (60) members; and to each hook and ladder 
company (50). In addition to the number of mem­ 
bers allotted to the several steam engine compa­ 
nies, each of said steamers shall be entitled to an 
engineer and fireman, to be appointed by tbe Com­ 
mon Council, on the recommendation of the chief 
engineer, for such time and at such compensation 
as the Common Council shall prescribe. 
$ 2. An election shall be held on the fourth Tues­ 
day of March In each and every year between the 
hours of 2 and 8 o'clock In the afternoon, for the 
election of a chief engineer, two assistant engin­ 
eers, treasurer and secretary of each Are depart­ 
ment, who shall respectively hold their offices for 
one year and until tneir successors are elected aud 
counrmed. The city clerk shall give at least eight 
days previous notice of such election by publishing 
the saiae In one or more of the newspapers printed 
In said city. At suoh election the chief engineer 
and foremen of the several companies shall preside 
aud act as inspectors of election, aud a majority of 
such Inspectors shall constitute u quorum, such 
inspectors shall make return to the Common Coun­ 
cil of said city at their nrst regular meeting there­ 
after. It shall be the duty of the foremen of the 
several companies annually, before tho first day of 
March, to mate a ieport In writing to thechlet en­ 
gineers, wherein they shall set forte, a list of all the 
members of their respective companies, both ac­ 
tive and honorary, in good standing. From this 
list tne chief e gmeer shall make up a list to be 
used as a poll list for said annual election. A copy 
of such list shall, before tbe second Tuesut^ of 
March annually,be furnished by said chief engineers 
to the several companies under their charge. Any 
person entitled to have his name on said list, but 
whose name may bave been Inadvertently or Im­ 
properly omitted from the same, may have hi» 
name piaced thereon b, making application to tbe 
Common Council on or before the twentieth day 
of March of such year. Such list so prepared by 
the chief engineers and corrected by the Common 
Council shall be the poll ilsr for the anuual elec­ 
tion of officers of the fire departments aforesaid : 
and no person whose name does not appear on said 
list shall be permitted to vote at such eiectiou. In 
case any one or more of the officers chosen at such 
election shall, for cause, fall to be coniirmed bv 
the Common Council, it shall be the duty of said 
Common Council to order a new election, and at 
such new election the person or persons thus re­ 
jected shall be ineligible, und all votes given for 
such person shall be void and not counted. 
{ 3. It shall be the duty of the foremen of the 
several engine, hose, hook and ladder companies to 
make an annual report in writing to tUe chter en­ 
gineer on or before tho Urst day of March, wherein 
they shall set forth a list of all the members of 
tbeir respective companies, honorary and active, 
the number uf members added to the company du­ 
ring the preceding year, the number who nave left 
the company by death, resignation or otherwise, 
the standing or the ac.ive members ou tho books 
of the company In respect to the pavment of dues 
and tines and the possession of a fireman's dress, 
and an‘abstract ami condition of all the property of 
the city entrusted to their care. Such report shall 
also specify the resideuce of all members; t.ielr oc­ 
cupation; the date of their membership ; the mode 
of tneir becoming members, whether by trausier 
or joluing as new members; and how such mem­ 
bership terminated. No person shall be recogniz­ 
ed by the CDginoer as a fireman whose name does 
not uppear ou such record, 
5 4. it shall be the duty of the several engineers 
to wear a leather cap, painted white with a gilded 
frontispiece, with the title of their respective' offi­ 
ces thereon, and also to carry with them a speak­ 
ing trumpet, aud at night a lantern appropriately 
lettered. 
§ 5. The chief engineers shall, In all cases of 
fire, havejthe sole and absolute control and com­ 
mand over all the sngines aud other persons con­ 
nected with the fire department. It shall be their 
duty to direct the other engiuecrs to take, proper 
measures to arrange the engines and other appar­ 
atus iu the most advantageous manner, aud cause 
the same to be duly worked for the effectual extin­ 
guishment of nres ; and it shall be the further duty 
ol said engineer once in each and every year and 
as often as the Mayor or Common Council shall di­ 
rect, to examine all tho apparatus for the extin­ 
guishment of fires, and report the result of such ex ­ 
amination. It shall also be the duty of said engin­ 
eers to call out the several companies under their 
command for Inspection as often a3 required by the 
Common Council. 
5 6. In case of the absence of the chief engineers 
at fires or alarms of tire, the engineers next in rank 
who may be present shall, during such absence, 
have and exercise all the power and authority of 
the chief engineers, ana shall perform the duties of 
their offices; and when all the enginecrsarc absent 
the mayor or alderman of the ward iu which the fire 
may be raging, as ex oficio engineers, shall perform 
all the duties. The officer in command of me com­ 
pany widen first arrives at a fire, shall bs the officer 
iu command until one of the aforesaid officers be 
present. 
5 7. Whenever a fire occurs in either of the fire 
districts, for the control of which In the opinion of 
the engineer in charge of that district it will require 
the assistance of the whole or any part of the fire 
department of the other district, he shall at once 
cause the chief or one of the assistant engineers of 
such adjoining district to be notified of the aid 
needed, and it shall be the duty of the officer re­ 
ceiving such notice forthwith to sound an alarm in 
nls district, and seud such of the companies aud 
apparatus as may be needed at the fire, the game 
to be designated by such officer, and it shall be the 
duty of such companies to proceed forthwith upon 
receiving such oruer, and subject themselves at the 
lire to the lawful orders and directions of the en­ 
gineers of tho district in which the fire occurs. 
5 8. It shall be the duty of the chief engineers to 
keep or cause to be kept xair aud exact rolls of the 
respective companies, specifying the name, badge, 
number, occupation, residence, admission and dis­ 
charge of eacn member of tha department in books 
to be kept for such purpose. 

Tho chief engineers shall have power to 
immediately suspend any officer or member oi the 
fire department while they shall be ou outy at fires

the Mayor Hhall issue to such officer or member a

Any offloer or ruemoer of the fire depart­ 
ment who shall remove from thecity permanently 
shall be reported to the chief engineer, and by him 
to the Common Council, wheu his name shall be 
stricken from the roll. 

Every member who has served for five years 
in the lire department, shall be entitled te a dis­ 
charge certificate, under the corporate seal, signed 
by the Mayor, clerk of tho CommonCounoU and the 
chief engineer. 

Any member of the fire department or other 
person who shall Intentionally raise a false alarm 
of fire or set fire to any material for such purpose, 
or who shall wantonly or mallelonsly injure anv 
property belonging to or provided for the depart­ 
ment, shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
$25, to be sued for and recovered by the city for its 
use.
